NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
LORD SALISBURY'S DESPATCH. 

The passage in Lord Salisbury’s Deepatch which has the greatest interest 
for the Jewish community, is, no doubt, that which refers to the fnture adminis- 
tration of Bulgaria, Thessaly and Epirus. His Lordship writes : “The provisions 
by which this new State is to be subjected to a ruler whom Russia will practi- 
cally choose, its Administration framed by a Russian Commissary, and the first 
working of its institutions commenced under the control of a Russian army, 
sufficiently indicate the political system of which in future it is to form a part. 
Stipulations are added which will extend this influence even beyond the bonnda- 
ries of the new Bulgaria. The provision, in itself highly commendable, of 
improved institutions for the populations of Thessaly and Epirus is accompanied 
by a condition that the law by which they are to be secured shall be framed under 
the supervision of the Russian Government.” Now, it is no good mincing matters. 
It is best to speak out plainly and to say that Russia's antecedents are not 
calculated to inspire the Jewish community with confidence in her sentiment of 
justice, and still Jess of benevolence, when Jews are concerned, In her own 
dominions she is quite ready enough to grant privileges to individual Jews. 
But this is no compensation for the refusal of right to the many. She confers 
decorations from time to tims on some eelect few Hebrews. But as if to show 
that these are acts of special Imperial clemency, the multitude is being degraded, 
This multitude is handed over to the tender mercies of a Minister of the Interior 
who believes that he is doing his duty when he places the Jewish mass in 4 
position entirely dependent upon the good-will of the petty local authorities, and 
especially of the tyrannical local police. The Minister may intend to insure 
thereby obedience to the existing Pharaonic laws. But, in reality, he thereby 
impels the oppressed to evade these unjust ukases by bribing the officials, 
and holds out temptations to both parties—to the former to act the part of 
corrupters, and to the latter that of the corrupt. Of course, corruption does not 


_ stop there. It is, in the first instance, resorted to without scruple to evade 


unjust laws, and is fcr this reason taken without remorse ; but it is afterwards 
used for the evasion of just and necessary provisions, and accepted, if 
not expected, with the complacency which habit engenders—“ for a gift 


blindeth the eyes of the wise and perverteth the words of the righteous.” | 
Corrupter and the corrapt thus sink lower and lower in the scale of 


morality. Such is. the system of government for the Jew in her 
dominions in which Russia delights. The knont, Siberia or the rouble are 
the alternatives set forth to him in her wisdom. She evinced the same 
hostile sentiments to the Jews in her relation with foreign countries. Austrian 
and Prussian Jews, who, when travelling in Russia, should be protected not only 
by international law, but, particularly by the special treaties existing between 
herself and the two neijghbouring countries, are subjected to all the degrading 
ordinances enacted against the Jewish natives of the Empire. And when all the 
Great Powers were ready, some years ago, to remonstrate with Roumania for her 
cruelty to the Jews, Russia, with her accustomed humanity, threw her wgie over 
the culpable State and thus spared it the well-deserved rebuke and its con- 
sequences. The same Prince Gortschakoff, who then set himself up as patron of 
Roumanian iviquity, is still at the helm of affairsin Russia. Is there any reason 
to suppose that Russia, in organising the new administration in Bulgaria and other 
Turkish provinces, would introduce any other system of government for the Jews 
there than what she employs in her own dominions? It is true the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, in his address to the Bulgarian exarch and other notabilities, talked of 
Christianity as a religion of mercy, and exhorted them to live in peace with their 
Mahometan neighbours, and, we suppose, also their Jewish neighbours. But 
examples are at all times more powerful than precepts. Russia—whose repre- 
sentative the Grand Duke must be considered to be —has, as yet, failed to exhibit 
towards her Jewish children that Christian mercy to which the Prince referred 
Why, therefore, should the disciples evince it any more than their preceptors ? 
It is, therefore, of the utmost importance for the Jews settled in the provinces 
affected by the late war that the organisation of these provinces should not be 
left to the Russians aloue. It is Europe that should undertake the settlement 
And Europe—and especially England—if once admitted to take part in the 
work, would be sure to lay down the principle of unrestricted civil and 


‘ religious liberty for all the inhabitants, without distinction of either race or 


creed, in such clear terms that an evasion would be impossible. It is true that 
legal emancipation is not yet social emancipation, and that the latter depends 
upon conditions quite different from those which govern the former. But it is 


on the other hand, quite clear that social emancipation cannot yield to those 


concerned any substantial advantages unless it be accompanied by legal emanci- 
pation. The absence of social emancipation may for a time impede the 
emancipated in reaping all the fruits which it offers to the general population. 
But it is a guarantee against positive oppression, and sooner or later brings in its 
train social emancipation. While the existence of exceptional laws affecting 


some class of the population haa a natural tendency to rouse suspicion against it 


and to beget a disposition to believe that there must be some special reason for 
circumscribing the activity of this class and watching it, equality of the law 
must, on the other hand, counteract any such disposition if: it exists, and 
promote peace and harmony between all groups. It would, therefore, be a 
calamity for the Jews in these provinces should the new organisation allow of 


any distinction being made between class and class, based on differences of race 
or creed. 


TRAINING OF JEWISH MINISTERS, 


. The discassion called forth in the Council of the United Synagogue by the 
indirect application of the Council of the Jews’ College for a money grant is, in 60 


far interesting as it afforded an opportunity to leading members of the former body 
to give expression to their opinions on the relation between the two inatitutions. 
Of this relation we shall treat another time. At this moment we only intend to 
offer a few comments on an incidental remark made by Mr. Oppenheim, who 
was in favour of the grant. He observed that the English Jews are frequently 
reproached by their Continental brethren with being D°S9N DY, which may be 
interpreted : poor ignoramuses in all Jewish theological matters. Now this 
reproach is certainly not undeserved. This is best shown by the unreasoning 
opposition not rarely raised to the most harmless proposal for any modification in 
liturgical constituents. In the eyes of the every-day English Jew the MpDn ows 
stands on a par with the pow. You might just as well propose to expunge the 
yow from the ritual as to suggest that the 0105 has no just claim to the place 
it occupies in the liturgy. He neither knows the distinction between the two, 
nor their origin, and he would perhaps fight with greater pertinacity for the 
Dob than for the yow. His theological ignorance has been going on in an increas- 
ing ratio from generation to generation, until in that which is now passing away 
it reached its lowest depth. This may appear strange. But strange as it is, it 
would not be very difficult to show that it is true. It could be shown that the 
Metropolitan Jews as a community were more at home in religious matters, and 
possessed a larger amount of Hebrew scholarship at the close of the seventeenth 
than in the eighteenth century, and in the eighteenth more than in the first half 
of the nineteenth. The nineteenth century has not even produced such a 
hebraist as blunt, yet honest, David Levy. What little Hebrew scholarship 
existed was imported, and not indigenous. What was the cause of this gradual 
decay? We believe we can trace it to three causes. The firet was the 
linguistical difficulty and the absence of a fostering religious literature. When 
the Jews in the second half of the seventeenth century and those of a 
later generation immigrated, they naturally brought with them that Jewish 
theological knowledge which they had acquired in their Continental homes, 
and, no doubt, likewise carried with them a number of religious works, 
written in the language of the countries whence they came, and in their 
family. circles naturally spoke this language. English to them was a foreign 
tongue. But the children born to them in England were, as a matter of 
course, more familiar with the language of the country than that of the 
household, although théy alro colloquially anderstood that spoken in the house- 
hold. The religious books of their fathers, however, were no longer sufficiently 
well understood by them to be read with ease, or to enable them to derive from 
them either edification or instruction. The evil was intensified with each gener- 
ation, until the language of the ancestors became quite unintelligible to the 
descendants. And asno religious literaturo, by way of compensation, was created 
in the vernacular, they remained without any of the specific Jewish theological 
knowledge, which was carried to the grave with the departed fathers. It is in 
this way that each gencration of the Sephardim and Ashkenagim knew less about 
the ancestral religion than its predecessor. What it retained was preserved 
mechanically as a mere tradition, and only practised by habit. The second 
cause was the loss of that idealism possessed by Continental Judaism, It 
is a characteristic of the Jewish people that, despite its religious conservatism, 
it easily in all other matters assimilates itself to the population among which its 
lot is cast, acquires its habits, and enters into its mode of thinking. So far is 
this power of assimilation carried, that both the vices and the virtues of the 
general population are not only acquired by, but even intensified in them. The 
consequence was that the English Jew soon became as prosaic, and as inuch a 
matter-of-fact man as his neighbour. The desire for culture in the abstract gave 
way to instruction in things immediately useful, and the veneration for theological 
scholarship, the value cf which could not be estimated at once by the standard of 
L. 8. D, altogether vanished. The ambition of the English Jew for his talented 
son no longer was like that of his Continental coreligionist, to see bim become an 
eminent rabbi, but a successful jobber at the Stock Exchange. The question, What 
is to be the ¢acklith? (NYDN) stifled every higher aspiration. Hebrew learning 
thus sauk more and more to a discount, until parents, especially of the better-to-do 
families enjoined upon the religious instructors engaged for their children “ not 
too much Hebrew.” The third and the princjpal cause, however, was the neglect 
of the early Ashkenazim settlers, when they united to form a congregation at 
the same time to establish a school. It was the practice all over the globe that 
wherever a synagogue was founded to establish in conjunction with it a school. 
The two went hand-in-hand ; and a school for instruction in Hebrew was consi- 
dered as essential a communal institution as a synagogue. In England alone 

synagogues. were founded without schools. The school was considered as 4 
private institution, to be or not to be founded and supported by private indi- 
vidual, with which the synagogue had no special concern. Under such circum- 
stances, and with such views, Hebrew scholarship could neither have a status in 

the community nor find official recognition. It was, in fact, without centre and 

without home. And when schools were established, they were, of course, 

private speculations. They were founded just as much for making money by 

them as though they had been shops. No high principle lay at the foundation, 

and no noble ambitiop-marked them. Just as much Hebrew and no more was 

taught as was seallaiha We-Gilhen the Reader at Synagogue, or, perhaps, to 

read the Section of the Week, when the boy was called up to the Law on becom- 

ing Bar Mitzvah. To advance beyond this was not thought of ; in the first 

place, because parents had no desire to sce their sons excel in this branch of 

learning, and, secondly, because advancement in it would not have paid either 

master or pupil. It is thus that the mass of native Jews, as Mr. Oppenheim 

expressed it, became O*S38 DY, and that, as such, they became notorious all over 

the Continent. But when things are at the worst they begin to mend. Consider- 

able improvement has been perceptible within the last few years. The élile 


| among the rising generation manifests a noteworthy desire to become acquainted 
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with the ancestral literature. A native clergy has sprung up which knows : 


something more than the traditional tunes for the several holydays. The Bible 
and its Commentaries in the original language are no longer sealed books to 


them ; and even the recesses of the Talmud have begun to be explored. We 


ETERNAL HOPE, 


The following passage copied from a volume of sermons by Canon Farrar, 
entitled as above, will gratify every friend of humanity, and show how near 
Judaism he stands, despite his reluctance to own it. The passage runs thus :— 


“Thank “od, my own hopes of seeing God's face for ever hereafter do not rest 
on ten tim futed attempts to read falee meanings into the Greek lexicon, in order 
to support a system far darker than St. Augustine's, from whose mistaken literalism 
it took its disastrous origin, But here I declare, and call God to witness, that if the 
popular doctrine of Hell were true, I should be ready to resign all hope, not only of 
a shortened but of any immortality, if thereby I could save, not millions. but one single 
human soul from what fear, and superstition, and ignorance, and inveterate hate, and 
slavish letter-worship, have dreamed and taught of Hell. I call God to witness that 
so far from regretting the possible loss of some billions of wons of bliss by attaching 
to the word atontos a sense in which scores of times it is undeniably found, I would 
here, and now, and kneeling on my knees, ask Him that I might die as the beasts that 

rish, and for ever cease to be, rather than that my worst enemy should endure the 
hell described by Tertullian, or Minucius Felix, or Jonathan Edwards, or Dr, Pusey, 
or Mr. Furniss, or Mr. Moody, or Mr. Spurgeon, for one single year. Unless my whole 
nature were utterly changed, I can imagine no immortality which would not be 
abhorrent to me, if it were accompanied with the knowledge that millions and mil- 
lions and millions of poor suffering wretches—some of whom on earth I had known 
and loved—were writhing in an agony without end or hope.” 


Surely the sentiments here expressed might have been preached from the pulpit 
of any synagogue ; and if you substitute for the objectionable aionios, the 
Hebrew o5y>, which the writers of the New Testament had in mind when they 
rendered it by this adjective,a rabbi might have used the very words of the 
Canon when denouncing the doctrine of eternal punishment. How near the 
Canou comes to Judaism by the denunciation of this doctrine will appear when it is 
considered that no tenet in theology standsalone, that every tenet either has grown 


out from another, or is at least radically connected with another in the series, 


and has in its turn given rise to one or more others in it, that ihey all form 
a chain, and that when you break off one link, you have not only severed the 
continuity of the whole, but have tacitly made void all those from which it 
sprung by a reductio ad absurdum, and 4 fortiori all those inferred from it, for 
which, of course, there is no reason. Take, for instance, the doctrine in ques- 
tion. If sin does not incur eternal, but only temporary punishment, the raison 
d'étre of atonement is shaken, The divine scheming and planning to save frail 
man from the terrible fate awaiting the sirmer.is intelligible enough on the 
assumption of eternal punishment. But if the punishment of sin was only to 
be temporary, was it worth while on the part of the Deity to set in motion the 
tremendous machinery involved in the sacrifice on Calvary, and to inflict upon 
His only beloved son the unutterable agonies which he had to endure, in order 
to save man from a punishment which by its nature could only have been dis- 
ciplinary, and was from the beginning intended only to be temporary? Divine 
mercy would in this case have bad no occasion to interfere with divine justice. 
In the absence of a problem a solution would, of course, have been unnecessary, 
With atonement original sin must fall ; for although all mankind might have 


sinned in and with Adam, yet as Adam expiated his disobedience by 


a temporary punishment, there can logically be no punishment inflicted 
on his descendants for a sin atoned for by the sinner. With the dis- 
appearance of original sin there is no locus standi for Satan, vulgarly 
called the devil. Nor is it practically of any importance whether theré 
are three gods in one person or only one god, as there would have been no 
room for. the second and third person in the Deity to render any service to 
mankind, and thereby acquire any special claim on man's gratitude and worsbip. 
Who cannot see wkat large strides in the direction of Judaism the Canon has 
made by denying eternal punishment? And yet how is it that he does not evince 
more syinpathy for that Judaism which he so gloriously vindicates? Should it 


be that he is actuated by the same feeling which so often prompts converts 


from Judaism to turn against it? Anxious to disarm suspicion, and to show 
that they have nothing in common with the deserted religion, and therefore 
deserve the full confidence of the community into which they have entered, they 
aitack what they might be supposed still to cherish. Should it be so with the 
Canon? He has to encounter the suspicion of Judaising. He has to inspire 
confidence in his unpopular views, which must appear to many un-Christian, so 
he is rather sparing with expressions of sympathy for Jews and Judaism. The 
Canon, no doubt, does not believe that heis Judaising. But for al] that he doer. 


‘We will find it ont in time, and then, let us hope, he will do that justice to 


Judaism to which his liberal sentiments may yet prompt him.

Jewish meat, Passover bread and 
grocery to be supplied by the Congregation. 4thly. Three Jewish convicts to 
be allowed to superintend the cooking, to be in the kitchen during the week, 


and no ingredients to be placed in the food contrary to the Jewish law.—[Com-

And she had two admirable stories to tell us, one 
of whicb, “ An Old Maid,” was quite new, and the other, “ A Charwoman,” had 
only been heard at the Jewish Working Men’s Club. Both of these sketches, 
the latter of which is by Miss Re Henry, are very similar in their mingled wit 
and pathos, and both are interesting in no ordinary degree. They were 
thoroughly appreciated by the audience. In point of fact, the conclusion of the 
“ Charwoman,” if it does remind one a little of Hood’s “ Lost Child”’ reversed, 
is as pretty an episode as we have met with for a longtime. Mr. Francillon’s 
“Painted Heart” is full of poetic power and beauty, but it is a little too vague 
for an.ixed audience. Itis no small undertaking for a lady, single-handed, 
to entertain an audience for two hours, but we doubt if anyone who was at 5°. 
George’s Hall was otherwise than thoroughly amused and interested. As an 
effort of memory, Miss Cowen’s readings are surprising, as models of clear and 
distinct elocution they are a useful lesson, and as mere entertainments they are 
thoroughly bright and completely satisfactory.—y. 

CoLLece or SurcEuns.—We learn that the two eldest sons of Mr. Maurice 
Gabriel, of 23, Gloucester Gardens, have passed the preliminary examination for 
the diploma of membership of the Royal College of Surgeons of England, on 
the 21st and 22nd ult.

JERUSALEM.—Herr Luncz, under date of March 14th, gives a most deplorable 


account of the ravages made by the scarcity, almost amounting to famine, among 


the poor. There has been no rain, he writes, for the last three weeks, The roads are 
dry, yet no provisions come in, Cereals aré still rising in price, and there is now no 
chance of a fa!l before the harvest, The harvest, however, it is expected, will be most 
abundant.—There was lately a meeting of the heads of the Ashkenazim of all con- 
gregations to deliberate on tho steps to be tuken for the relief of the poor. An appeal 
was issued for a collection, which produced about 14,00) piastres. Two delegates 
were then sent to Jaffa to purchase flour, rice, and beans, The flour will be sold to 
the poor two piastres under price. But only half a measure will be sold per head.— 
Now that the port of Odessa is again open, some persons who can afford to bear the 
expense will go to that town. Flour imported from Russia, we learn, will likewise 
be deay. Altogether, the prospects are most distressing. Help, help is wanting.

Only such men as 
Arthur Cohen and Morris 8. Oppenheim can have a just and full appreciation of 
the difficulty. 
Surely it is the duty of the community to give such an institution as the 
Jews’ College all the support possible, if they desire or expect to see our syna- 
gogues supplied with competent English ministers. It is ail very fine to give 
advances to those gentlemen who are already well salarie*, and who have reached 
the top of the ladder, but when asked to assist the poor student who is strug- 
gling upwerds, sooner than come te his aid they would let him fall or struggle 
on as best he can. This treatment is unworthy alike of the successful merchant 
or those who are the custodians of the Synagogue funds, 
Yours obedient!

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

. Srr,—‘It is now some ten years since,” as they used to say at the Victoria 
Theatre (they don’t say.it now, excepting in a burlesque—tempora mutantur ! ) 
that you were good enough to swerve froia your ordinary path and to print a 
letter from me, reflecting on a particular phase of Jewish social custom. I am 
emboldened by the recent appearance in your columns of two letters, headed 
“ Jewish Ladies,” to ask you once more to extend me a siinilar favour. 


common objects of recreation existing between Jewish husbands and their wives, 
and asserts that the husbands follow their own particular bent as regards amuse- 
ments, and that the wives have no other subjects of conversation but servants 
and dress, and no other manner of entertaining themselves but by card-playing. 
That this is so, if not completely, yet to a very prevalent extent, I am not pre- 
pared to deny. And that this state of things exists, is but the natural outcome 
of a pre-matrimonial manner of proceeding which I[ objected te, in ycur columns, 
a decade since, and concerning which the additional. experience of that period 
has not caused me to modify my views, There is a rabbinical expression of 
opinion, the excellence of which I am by no means ready to combat, that it is a 
good thing to encourage marriage. So itis. Jfais it y a fagots et fugots. There 
are various ways of bringing about the desired object, and the ways that aro 
most commonly adopted amongst us appear to me to be the most likely to lead 
to ill-assorted marriages and disastrous results. We are a small community, 
and we are, with the wisest intention, and with the most admirable purpose, 
commanded to marry amongst ourselves. No one is a stronger advocate of 
exclusively Jewish marriages than the humble individual who addresses you 
But how do we generally set about it? In the lower classes, by the detestable 
introduction of professional ‘ Shadchins.” In the upper, by amateur followers 
of the same profession ; by instilling into our daughters the theory that marriage 
at any price is the end-all and be-all of their existence; and by socially hounding 
and goading on any young man who pays the most ordinary and common-place 
attention to a girl, to declare his intentions, before he has had time to make the 
young lady’s full acquaintance. 
As regards professional ‘ Shadchins,” I do not think any one is prepared to. 
defend them. They go about, for a commission, prepared to bring together 
under the holy canopy not young people, but fortunes. It is nothing to them if 
—=—tilo persons’ ideas and tastes are opposite as the poles, provided they get their 
honorarium. It is an industry like any other—a contemptible industry, without 
doubt, but still a good business. But what young man in the community, who 
is fairly well off, has not had propositions of marriage made to him somewhat 
in the following form, “ You know So-and-So, she is a particularly nice and 
well-educated girl, she will have pounds as a fortune, and her family 
have an extreme desire to number you amongst them.” Possibly, the girl may 
know nothing of this (if she did there would be, perhaps, some slight excuse 
for it), bul ail right-iminded men must be shocked by the want of modesty that 
is thus displayed. Marriages are made in heaven, it is said, but I am not aware 
that it is the custom to send an angel upon earth to conduct the negotiations. 
“Marriage,” says M. Emile Augier in his latest play “Les Fourchambault,” is 
the lowest of human contracts when it is but the juncture of two interests; and 
it is in the highest of earthly; blessings when it is the union of two souls.” Give 
young people proper and unfettered opportunities of knowing each other, and it 
follows, as a matter of course, that they will choose those partners most desir- 
_ ei acres Lead the horse to the water, but don’t endeavour to make 
iim drink. 
A friend of mine, an old bachelor like myself (we go to the pantomime 
together annually, and regret that we can only see other people's children 
amusing themselves), made, the other day, the following most pertinent remark 
to me: “Christian young ladies go to parties to enjoy themselves, Jewish young 
ladies to look out for husbands.” This is a perfectly correct exposé of the 
situation. Jewish girls are brought up to think that there is no other career 
open to them but marriage, and that, as Jewish young men, laudably, strive to 
get more worldly goods than their neighbours, so that girl is more happy who 
can carry off the richest husband. There can be no greater mistake. La fortune 
vient en dormant. A good husband comes soonest to that girl who least looks 
out for him. ‘There is no character more contemptible,” says the Vicar of 
Wakefield, “ than a fortune-hunting man! and I can see no reason why fortune- 
hunting women should not be equally contemptible.” And should a young man 
chance to remark a girl ; should he dance with her (say) three times running ;

Leave more freedom to young ladies 
and gentlemen, and you wil] have fewer complaints of post-matrimonial card- 
playing and frivolity. The kind of love which has been characterised as an 
insane desire to support somebody else’s daughter can only be properly 
engendered by letting young people know each other well and thoroughly, 
Marriageable young men are scarce amongst us, say our would-be mothers-in- 
law. So they will be until some alteration of this state of things is brought 
about.

Srr,—I am so glad you have opened your columns to the discussion of the 
subject of card-playing amongst our ladies of the middle classes, which has been 
80 boldly brought forward by “A Jewish Young Lady,” and as I have very 
strong feelings on the suject, I trust you will accord me a little space for the 
words I have to say about it. I expected to see more letters under the heading 
of “Jewish Ladies’’ than have appeared, and I am afraid that “A Jewish 
Young Lady” has failed to place the deplorable evil she wants to “show up” 
in the right light. I regret that my acquaintances are not numerous enough, and 
my visiting sufliciently extensive to permit me to assert in the decisive manner 
of “A Jewish Young Lady” that card-playing is a growing evil amongst us ; 
but I confess that I have observed cards and traces of card-games during my 
visiting rounds frequently enough to raise thoughts similar to those “A 
Jewish Young Lady” and “ Another Married Lady” have given vent to. I do 
not, however, agree with “A Jewish Young Lady’s”’ statement of the disregard 
to the individual taste of old and young, neither to that of the money wasted (7); 
nor is it right of “ Another Married Lady” to foist on us in particular the 
customs of civilised society in general. There is a great deal in her letter that 
requires a reply from husbands who bave much to answer for respecting the 
subject under discussion. I would rather things remain as they are, if card- 

laying is to be replaced by ordinary newspaper reading, suggested by her as an 
intellectual pursuit for a lady. Surely, that was a slip of the pen. Moreover, 
card-playing amongst women is not the same as with men, The passions are 
not roused as the game progresses, nor do we sce among women the absorbed 
mind and flushed features at its completion, It has even been a source of 
regret to me to note the general want of interest shown by my sex in table 
games, and I have found they usually willingly cease playing at dusk, carrying 
into practise the proverb of Le jeu we vaus pas la chandelle, But though failing 
to suggest a reasonable remedy, she has pointed out the cause, which, to my 
mind is of greater importance than the evil (one of many) under consideration, 
and on which I would invite further discussion to turn, as it presents a wider 
basis. 

It is true, too true I grieve to say, that there is a great want of intellectual 
pursuits in our homes, high and low ; and this is not the first time your columns 
have shown such to be a real state of affairs. The remedy, to which I promise 
lending ny warmest at he will be effected by the introduction of @ high-class 
illustrated weekly journal, for circulation amongst Jewish families, There are a 
large number of high-class publications in existence, but none fit for the purpese 
I point out ; and when 1 think of the wide field of usefulness for a paper (nay, 
half a dozen) such as I propose, I marvel that such an evident want has not 
been supplied long ago.° | 

What more I have to say I must reserve for another communication, as ] 
I hope to see this 
question fully discussed ; to see letters from husbands and wives, mothers and 
daughters. And if the accusation (I shall expect some flat denials, as experience 
varies so) brought against us by “A Jewish Young Lady” turns out correct, 
that the guilty delinquents will find that not even the thickness of a whole pack 
of cards will resist your piercing glance of condemnation and fierce censure 
against their wrong-doing.

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


[ COMMUNICATED. ] 


The ordinary monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, was held 
on Monday evening last ; Mr. Lionex L. Conen, President, in the Chair. The 
amount encashed from the policy on the life of the late Secretary, was ordered 
to be paid over to the Trustees of the Landeshut Fund, subject to the same 
reversionary trusts as the rest of the fund. 

The Presipent brought under the notice of the Board the proposition 
discussed at the annual meeting, of giving greater publicity to the practice at 
present adepted only by a few subscribers, of giving their benefactions through 
the Board, even to specific cases specially eelected. It was agreed that while 
every facility should be afforded to subscribers to direct specific payments to 
jndividual cases, subject, of course, to the discretion of the relieving ofticer to 
withhold such payments in cases of imposition, no tickets could be issued, the 
Board being the natural and most judicious almoners in every case. 

Mr. I’. D. Mocat7Ta, in connection with this scbject, expressed his opinion 
that the present system of encouraging begging-letter writing was in all respects 
undesirable, and that some better means of centralising the supplementar 
charity given by private individuals should be devised. It was suggested both 
by Mr. Montagu and Mr. Mocatta, that the Secretary, pro. tem , be requested to 
communicate to such individuals as might express their willingness to be called 
upon, particulars of those cases that are considered by the members of the Board 
in Relief Committee as specially deserving. The whole subject was referred to 
a Committee, consisting of Messrs. F. D. Mocatta, Samuel Montagu, Sydney M. 
Samuel and the Secretary, pro. tem., to draw up a scheme for the proper carrying 
out of these views, and present it to the next meeting. 

Letters were read from Mr. Sydney M. Samuel, accepting the office of Hon. 
Secretary to the Board, from Mr. Barrow Emanuel, in acknowledgment of the 
vote of thanks for past services, passed at the last meeting, and from Mr. 
Leopold de Rethechild, declining, on the ground of other public avocations, the 
office of member of the’ Board, to which he had been elected at the annual 
meeting. Mr. J. M. Lawrence was unanimously elected in his etead. 

A letter was also read from the United Synagogue, communicating the 
resolution ot the Council that the state of its funds prevented any increase in 
the amount annually voted by the Synagogue to the Board. 

A legacy of £45 was reported from the late Mrs. Henry Moses, which had 
been funded as usual. A benefaction of £50 was announced from Mr, David 
Cohen on the occasion of the marriage of his son (per Rev. A. L. Green). The 
thanks of the Board were voted to Mr. Cohen for the renewed mark of his 
confidence, this being the third benefaction of the kind received in a few weeks. 

The Presipenr drew attention to the éxhausted state of the funds, the 
balance of assets over liabilities being Only £270. Fresh extra donations of at 
least £500 were required during the remaining three months of the financial 
year, to enable the Board to meet its current expenditure. The President 
appealed to the meinbers to raise this amount, so as to avoid the necessity of a 
sale of stock. 

The Secretary brought up a heavy list of cases of desertion or of persons 
wio had entered the workhouse from various circumstances. Ten persons were 
ordered to be removed, if they desired it, over the ensuing holydays. In other 
cases, special orders were made to deal with the circumstances of each case ; in 
one. instance only the Board declined to interfere. The case of two children 
(the surviving parent of whom hod died during the past week), was referred to 
the Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 


Thanks having been voted to the Chairman, the meeting adjourned after ao 


prolonged sitting. 


Curss.—On Monday last a chess match was played between representatives 


of the Jewish Working Men’s Chess Club and the City of London Chess Club. 
After an exciting contest, the match was won by the Jewish Club, the numbers 
being : Jewish Club won 8, the City of London Club, 5; and 3 of the games 
were drawn. This is by far the most important match the Jewish Club has 
played ; the opposing club being the first chess club in the United Kingdom. 
The representatives of the Jewish Club were Messrs, Gunzberg, Mocatta, 
Frankenstein, Cohen, Pfahl, Hertzfeld, Harris, and Maustmeister. | 


Dus_in.—On Sabbath last the Rev. Prof Isaacs of Manchester preached a 
sermon in the Dublin Synagogue, the occasion of his visiting that city being the 
celebration of the marriage of his son. The reverend preacher took his text 
from Prov. iii, 12, *‘ For whom the Lord loveth he correcteth, even as a father 
the son in whom he delighteth.” Le prefaced his remarks by deprecating the 
erroneous notion entertained by some, that an instructor should in every respect 
excel those whom he would instruct; and, while fully appreciating the force of 
example, maintained that such a notion can only arise from a desire to evade all 
instruction, as perfection cannot possibly be attained by man. The instructor, 
he observed, stood in the relation of father and son with those receiving the 
instruction. Even a conscious equality on the part of the father cannot deter 
him from admonishing his sop, whom -he even wishes to be superior to himself. 
This doctrine the reverend preacher evolved from the text, wherein the instructor 
is compared to a father, by rendering the original Hebrew of the latter part of 
it “as a father would have his son.” He then enlarged upon the duties imposed 
by the Law on every Israelite in all tle relations of life; and~considere4 uni- 
versal charity and good-will towards those differing from him in point of faith 
as not less important and imperative than any of the rest. The lecturer illus- 
trated his remarks with many anecdotes and aphorisms from the Talmud. The 


synagogue was unusually well attended on the occasion, which drew to it also 
some distinguished Christians. 


New York.—[From a correspondent.]—The very excellent idea has been 
set on foot of co-operating with the European Jewish organisations in raising 
funds for the alleviation of the distress of the Jews in the East. The credit of 
initiating the movement must be accorded to the Rev. H. P. Mendes, who 
invited the several Jewish ministers to assist, and the Board of Delegates 
warmly took up the idea. A preliminary meeting was held, at which it was 
resolved to invite the cu-operation of all the Jewish ministers and presidents of 
congregations, &c. A further meeting was held, at which a deputation of the 

card of Delegates attended, and the earnest support of all was promised, Mr. 
M. §. Isaacs, President of the Board of Delegates, was elected Chairman. The 
collection of funds is going on apace, and it is anticipated that a handsome 
amount will be obtained. ‘lhe Board of Delegates evinces a strong desire to 
assist in the movement for the amelioration of the condition of the Jews in the 
Provinces affected by the War. The action of this body will depend, necessarily, 
upon the course adopted by the Jewish organisations in Europe.

LONDON HOSPITAL. 


A public meeting in aid of the London Hospital was held on Thursday, the 14th 
inst, in the Egyytian Hall, Mansion House, the Lorp Mayor presiding. ‘There 
was a large attendance, and among those present were his Royal Highness the 
Duke of Cambridge, President of the Hospital ; the Duke of Westminster, the 
Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Monsignor Capel, the Bishop of London, Mr. E. H. 
Palmer, Governor of the Bank of Eng!and; Mr.. Leopold de Rothschild, Mr. 
Henry H. Gibbs, Treasurer of the Hospital ; Mr. J. G@. Hubbard, M.P., Mr. J. H. 
Buxton, Alderman Cotton, Sir Edmund Hay Currie, Mr. Samuda, M.P., &e. 


The special object of the meeting was to make an appeal for a Maintenance 
and of £25,000 a year for five yeare, to consist of dovations given annually 
for that period. 


The Duke of Camprince moved the first resolution : . 
“That the London Hospital—the only large general hospital for the FKastern part of the 
Metropolis and adjacent suburbs (comprising a population of one million)—occupies a position of 
— importance among the charitics of London, and is worthy of the lberal sappert of all 
His Royal Highness pointed out that the London Hospital had special claims 
upon the sympathy and interest of the public. Its doors were closed against no 
one ; it was more or less a free hospital, and admitted all who required its aid. 
Everyone who knew anything about the management of that Hospital would 
testify that it combined the greatest economy with the greatest efliciency. The 
fixed income of the Hospital amounted to a little less than £14,000, the remainder 
of its income being derived from extraneous sources, They required from the 
public very large and liberal contributions ; for, while the fixed income was 
what he had mentioned, the annual expenditure was about £44,000, leaving a 
deficiency of £30,000 a year. To meet the deficiency, they had been obliged to 
trench to a large amount on the funded property of the institution, no less than 
421,000 having been already sold ont to keep the Hospital afloat, and no one 
would deny that that was a very unsatisfactory state of things. They had at 
last to choose between two courses. ‘They must either close a large number of 
the wards, or they must ask the general public to make a supreme eflort in order 
to give them the means of carrying on the hospital ina proper manner. The 
managers of the Hospital, and he as their President, had considered it their duty, 
at all events, frankly, fairly and fully, to place the matter before the public, and 
to ask them to raise a sufficient sum to maiotain its usefulness, and if he might 
judge from the appearance of the meeting that effort was likely to prove a 
great success. Cheers.) In order to attain success, however, they required the 
assistance not only of those who were present, but of their relatives and friends 
in every part of London—he might add in every part of the country—and with 

such assistance the object would no doubt, be accomplished. . (Cheers.) 
Mr. J. G. Hupparp, M P., seconded the resolution, and Monsignor Carr. 


earnestly supported it, and it was carried by acclamation. 
Sir E. H. Currie then moved: 


“Tliat, in recognition of the great service rendered to the community by the London Hospital, 
with special reference to the vast number of accifents and cases of the like urgency which are 
received into the wards, this public meeting pledges itself to do allin its power towards securing the 
cilicient maintenance of the institution.” 

. 
The resolution was seconded by Mr. O. E. Coors, M.P., and carried. 
The of Westminster then moved : 

‘*That, whereas the income derived by the London Hospital from endowments is less than 
£14,000, while its necessary expenditure is nearly £44,000 a year, a special fund be established for 
maintaining the charity during the next five years; and that a committee of appeal be formed in 
order to obtain contributions for the purpose.” 


Mr. J. H. Buxron, Chairman of the Hospital Committee, seconded the 
resolution. 


The Rev. the Cuter Rani, in supporting the resolution, said in his opinion 
the managers of that Hospital deserved the warmest sympathy and the most 
liberal help. He could bear testimony to the great care and solicitude which 
was bestowed on such patients belonging to his own religious community. 
Such persons had special wards assigned to them, and last year, besides a great 
number of out-patients, 290 in-patients were admitted into these wards. ‘The 
closing of the 400 beds, for which the £25,000 a year now asked for was 
required, would cause a greater amount of pain and misery at the East-end than 
it was possible to conceive. 2 

Tne resolution was then adopted. | 

The thanks. of the meeting were then voted to the Lord Mayor, on the 
motion of the Bisnor of Lonpon. 

At the close of the proceedings, Mr. A. G. Snetarove, the Secretary, 
announced various contributions, among which were donations collected by Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild amounting to £1,200. Messrs. N. M. de Rothechild also 
promised an additional contribution of £500 for five years, and in addition 60 
guineas annual subscription permanently.

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“THE GREATEST HISTORICAL MARVEL—HOW TO 

ACCOUNT: 


[FIRST ARTICLE. | 


Ir is an extraordinary phenomenon, that at a time when the most venerable 
doctrines of Christianity are being. ruthlessly assailed, and when the intelli- 
gence of the country has actually broken with dogma, such strenuous efforts 
should be made to bring over the Jew to a faith, the foundation of which is 
being sapped on all sides. Not only do there exist several societies, with 
large and extensive organisations, whose avowed object is to convert the Jew 
to a creed which has quite enough to do to maintain its ground, not only are 
thousands of pounds annually squandered for this purpose, but even private 
individuals and men not otherwise connected with these conversionist bodies, 


in their exuberant zeal, momentarily band themselves together for some special 


purpose which they imagine might promote the object of these societies. 
Such a band of scholars last summer delivered a course of lectures at St. 
George’s Hall addressed to educated Jews, in order to convince them of the 
errors of their ways. 


These lectures, since published under the title, “The Jews in Relation 
to the Church and the World,” it will be recollected, were lately reviewed 
by us, when, in the course of our remarks, we observed that cach of these 
discourses was of a nature to deserve special examination, in order to point 
out the speciousness of its reasoning, and thus prevent Jews who might 
read them being misled by them. For although there is not an argument 
in the whole series but it is hollow and worm-eaten, yet by the art of the 
special pleader the constituents are so ranged, that to the inexperienced in the 
art of word-fencing they appear quite solid until the carefully covered or hidden 
holes are pointed out; they are so jointed that they appear to support each 
other until the soft solder holding them together is brought to the test. 
They are in fact wooden cannons, which sufficiently serve their purpose if 
they are taken by the besieged for real ones, and bring about a surrender. 

We now redeem our pledge, and proceed to the examination of the first 
lecture, entitled as above, delivered by the Rev. Professor Carnys, D.D. 

The lecturer, in the introductory part, informs us that the Jewish 
controversy has always had much interest for him, and enumerates the 


several controversial works which he has read. It is a goodly list, no doubt. 
Nevertheless, we miss two in the catalogue from which the reverend Professor 
might have learned something with: which neither the objecting Jew in 
Celsus, nor the dialogue between Justin and Tryruo acquainted him. We 
refer to “ Faith Strengthened,’ originally published in Hebrew, which, how- 


“ever, could not have been an obstacle in the way of the learned Proressor, 


who read the Hebrew Scriptures in the original ; and last; but not least, “The 
Grounds of Christianity Examined,” by Bernuye Exeuisn, a clergyman of 
the Church of England, who was a sufficient lover of truth to examine the 
Christian evidences impartially, and possessed candour and moral courage 
enough to state the result arrived at in the publication named by us. How- 
ever, these are minor points, which we just notice incidentally. The main 
points are, as the lecturer put them, after having lavished on the Jews the 
usual quantity of blandishment—the syrup—mixed with a proper proportion 
of the rebuke—the efficient drug—secundum. artem, “ First, how came 
Christianity as a distinctive doctrinal and moral system? Secondly, how 
came the historical character and picture of Jesus Curist? And, thirdly, 
how came the historical suecess, prevalence and influence of Christianity with 
its prospects and tendencies as contrasted with the present state of Judaism?” 
These in. fact are the three constituents with which the lecturer solves, “The 
greatest historical marvel: how to account for it.” 


Now, one would think that each of these questions had been satisfac 
torily answered by history over and over again, without the necessity of 
having recourse to any of those extraordinary uncritical solutions in which 
Faith delights. But these answers given by great, profound and impartial 
historians are altogether ignored, and premises laid down in opposition to 
all results ascertained by common sense and sound criticism which most 
logically, of course, lead to the conclusion which the reverend Proressor, 
in his obligingness, in order to save the Jew the trouble of thinking and 
searching for himself, has stored up for him cut and dried ready for use. Just. 
make the slight concessions to the learned Proresson that all the leading ° 
doctrines of Christianity, such as now embodied in the several creeds, were 
already professed by the primitive Christians, and in fact taught by Jesus and 
his Apostles, and the unbelieving Jew is driven to the dilemma of contending 
that they either evolved these dogmas from their inner consciousness or found - 
them ready in Judaism, in which they were reared and which they professed. 
And as no rational inquirer will admit the former alternative, the latter must 
be accepted. The conclusion, therefore, according to the lecturer, is irresistible 
that the Jews of old held all the leading doctrines of the Christianity of our 
days, such as—we follow the enumeration of the lecturer—“ the Trinity, the 
Incarnation, the Atonement of Cunist as the Son of Go» for human sin, the 
Justification of the soul by His Blood, the Sanctification of man by the Spirit 
of Gop as His agent, and the coming of the God-Man from the heaven where 
Ife reigns to raise the dead and judge the world.” 


A pretty budget of concessions these to be sure to be made at the very 
outset of the controversy! After these surrenders the end of the campaign can, 
of course, not be doubtful. The battle is decided before it has even commenced. 
But are we ready to surrender before even a defence has been attempted ? 
Certainly not. We ask, What right has the Proressor to expect that we 
should believe that “ Christianity as taught by Cunist and his apostles involved 
such (these) doctrines” against the clear evidence of all history? The 
Proressor, despite the high opinion expressed by him and his colleagues for 
the natural abilities of the Jews, must in his heart of hearts have formed a very low 
estimate oftheir intellect, and a very high one of their ignorance, or he would 
not have conceived the possibility of their admitting his premises for one 
single moment without a previous investigation.. The Proressor probably 
thought that the Jews, to whom he addressed his lecture, were so indifferent 
to spiritual matters, and so wrapped up in worldly affairs, that they had never 
heard of the wrangling and jangling in the primitive church, of the fierce strife _ 
between James, “the elder brother of the Lorn,” the first bishop ofthe faithful at 
Jerusalem, and Perer, the prince of the apostles, and strict upholders of the 
Law, on the one hand, and Pavt, its subverter, on the other hand; of the 
Ebionites, the followers of those who had personal intercourse with the 
apostles, the familiars and companions of Jescts, who alone were in possession 
of genuine traditions of him—of those very same Ebionites of whom the 
famous historian of the Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire wrote : 
“They (the Ebionites) revered Jesus as the greatest of the prophets, 
endowed with supernatural virtue and power. They ascribed to his person 
and future reign all the predictions of the Hebrew oracles which relate to the 
spiritual and everlasting kingdom of the promised Messiah. Some of them 
might confess that he was born of a virgin ; but they obstinately rejected the 
preceding existence and divine perfections of the Logos or Son of God, which 
are so clearly defined in the gospel of St. John.” The Proressor must, 
further, believe that no inkling of the fifty sects and more of the Gnostics, so 
numerous and so influential in the early church with their own gospels, quite 
different from those now received by the orthodox, has ever reached the Jews, 
that the doctrines, say, of the docetes who spirited away the bodily existence

“CAN JEWS BE PATRIOTS?” 


— 


For the first time in the history of English periodical literature, a Jewish 
Divine has shown that he has the moral courage and literary ability to boldly step 
forth into the arena of one of the leading magazines of the day, and fearlessly 
pick up the gauntlet flung offensively down by a traducer of the Jewish people. 
The Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, in his article under the above title in the current 
number of the V ineteenth Ceutury, meets Prof. Goldwin Smith foot-to-foot. and 
with as much skill as courage disputes every inch of ground with his 
adversary. The Jewish community has reason to be proud of its champion. 
Properly declining to deal with the political portion of the article by Prof. 
Goidwin Smith, Dr. Adler confines his attention to answering those charges 
against the Jews “which it was imagined had for ever been relegated to the 
linbo of medievalism.” Dr. Adler meets these charges as follows : 


The gist of the indictment brought against us is that we are no patriots, “ They 
(the Jews ] have now been everywhere made voters ; to make them patriots while 
they remain genuine Jews is beyond the legislater’s power.” I shall anon test the 
truth of this astounding proposition by the teachings of Judaism and the history of 
the Jews. But, before doing so, I shall examine the arguments whereby Mr. Goldwin 
Smith seeks to make this statement good. He says that the Monotheism of the Jew, 
like that of Islam, is unreal, “ The Jewish God, though single, is not the Father of 
all, but the Deity of His chosen race.” One could almost imagine that he who could 
3 such words had never taken the Bible in his hand, for the very first pages of 

foly Writ contradict the assertion. Tie Hebrew Scripture brings before us the Lord 
as Creator of heaven and earth. It tells us that all the families of the earth have 
one common origin, have sprung from one and the same stock. Not as a mere poeti- 
cal fancy, but which the sober logic of fact, this venerable Document “makes the 
whole world kin,” and teaches, in the genealogical table of nations written in the 
tenth chapter of Genesis, that the Semite, the Aryan and Turanian, Slav, Kelt, and 
Teuton are descended from one common ancestor. It is true we read in Exodus 
(xix. 5), ‘ Now, therefore, if ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me above all people.’ And from this text 
it has oftex been erroneously represented that this selection by the Lord implied a 
partiality, as though He loved the descendants of Jacob only, whilst the fate of the 
rest of mankind was a matter of indifference to Him. The chosen people! How 
often has that expression been repeated with ill-disguised contempt, as though the 
assumption of this term were due to our self-satisfied righteousness, as though it 
were an outcome of pride and haughtiness, as though ‘it breathed an exclusive spirit 
which caused us to regard ourselves as the sole objects of Divine care and provi- 
dence! Accordingly Lessing, in his noble plea for universal tolerance, Nathan der

But surely the words which immediately follow the above Biblical text would suffice 
to disprove the charge, ‘For the whole earth is mine.’ The words spoken by the 
Lord when He called Abraham, “ In thee shall ail families of the earth be blessed,” 
equally proclaim the Divine concern in the welfare of the entire human family, and 
indicate the relation intended to subsist between the chosen race and the rest of the 
world, And in that same spirit of catholicity does Moses, the representative man of 
this exclusive race, address his “ tribal God ” as “the Lord, the God of the spirits of 
all flesh,” the God alike of Jew and Gentile, All humax beings form part of his 
universal family, all are alike created in his image, all are alike sustained, loved, and 
redeemed by Him, the eternal, merciful Father of the human race.” 

Nor do the teachings of the prophets disprove the Professor's assertion less 
distinctly. ‘ Adonai,” in whose name the inspired seers speak, is not the tutelary 
Deity of the Israelites, is not the God of one people only, whose territory is bounded 
by the Lebanon and the Jordan, We hear their glowing admonitions addressed to 
all the great empires of the East—to Egypt, Assyria, and. Babylonia no less than to 
the kingdom of Juda. Obadiah and Jonah, indeed, were sent exclusively to preach 
repentance to pagan Edom and pagan Nineveh. Nor do the interpreters of the 
Divine will announce their messages with cold insensibility, Their hearts overflow 
with pity while they declare Heaven's stern decree. ‘My compassion yearneth for 
Moab as a harp,” Isaiah exclaims. “ Raise the lamentation over the king of Tyre, 
over Pharaoh,” are the words of Ezekicl. Nor are these kingdoms any the less 
objects of Divine mercy than is Isracl himself. ‘“ Blessed be Egypt, my people, and 
Assyria, the work of mine hands, and Israel, mine inheritance.” 

Whilst the ancient classical poets taught that the golden age of the world wasa 
thing of the past, the prophets of Israel announce that it must be looked for in future 
time And what is the picture they unroll before us? Not Israel, the triumphant, 
enthroned in majesty on Zion as the conqueror of the earth, but all the nations of 
the globe beatified by the possession of truth and the acknowledgment of the Divine 
unity. ‘“ For then will I turn to the nations a pure language, that they may all call 
upon the name of the Lord to serve Him with one consent.’ And Malachi, the last 
of the prophets acknowledged by Judaism, sums-up these teachings in the touching 
words : “ Have we not all one Father, hath not one God created us /’’—a quotation 
heard many a time and oft from Christian as well as Jewish pulpits. How can the 
learned Professor assert, in the face of it, that the Jews regarded God as the Deity of 
His chosen race, and not as the Father of all ? 


_ In reply tothe charge that the Mosaic Law “sanctioned a difference of 
principle between the rule of dealing with a Hebrew and that of dealing with a 
Btranger, which the civiiised conscience now condemns,” Dr. Adler writes: 


When Israel was about to be redeemed from Egypt, when the first precept was 
given him, the Divine order was issued, “One law shall be to him that his home- 
born, and unto the stranger that sojourneth among you.” Again in Leviticus, where 
the penalty of the homicide is declared, the monition is added : “ Ye shall have one 
manner of law as well for the stranger as for one of your own country, for I am the 
Lord your God,” It. was first commanded by the //ebrew Scriptures, “‘ Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself: I am the Lord.” There is no justification whatever for 
interpreting this command as applicable solely to the Israelite. The veriest tyro in 
the knowledge of Hebrew could prove satisfactorily by many a quotation that the 
word rec is also applied to a non-Israelite. Again and again we are told not to vex 
“the stranger,” but “ the stranger that dwelleth with you shall be unto you as one 
born among you, and thou shalt love him as thyself.” In his sublime prayer of dedi- 
Cation, Solomon implores the Lord : “* Moreover, concerning a stranger that is not of 
thy people Israel, but cometh from a far-off country ... when he shall come and 
pray toward this house, hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and do according to 
all that the stranger calleth to thee for,” What grand, all-embracing brotherhood 
do these words breathe ! 

_Tam aware that here and there in the Pentateuch some enactments may be found, 
which, at the first blush. would seem to bear out the Professor's assertion, and with 
these I shall now very briefly deal. The statement has been made that according to 
the Mosaic Law it was only forbidden to lend the Israelite at a usurious rate, but 

at no prohibition of this nature existed with respect to the non-Israelite. This 
Opinion is sought to be supported by a verse in Deuteronomy which 1s translated in 
the Authorised Version, “ Unto a stranger thou mayest lend upon usury, but unto thy 
rother thou shalt not lend upon usury.” The error is, that neskech is supposed to 


be synonymous with vswry in the present acceptation of the term. The wor, like 
usury in old English, simply means interest—any compensation whatever paid for the 
use of money. Accordingly the passage should be rendered—*“ Unto a stranger thou 
mayest lend upon interest, but unto thy brother thou shalt not lend upon interest.” 
With respect to the Israelite it was prohibited both to take and to give any interest 
whatever, for it was clearly the design of the Mosaic legislation to prevent the few 
growing rich at the expense of the many, and to maintain the simple primitive 
conditions of self-reliant, self-contained industrial support by agriculture and 
handicrafts, credit being regarded as an evil and a humiliation to the borrower, 
“Thou shalt lend to many uations, but shalt not borrow,” is a blessing which 
sufficiently indicates the advantage of an internal commerce free from internal 
credit and indebtedness. Had the Israelites been allowed to lend to one 
another at interest, their lands would have been encumbered, and their energies 
as agriculturists would have been crippled. This happened at Athens and in Rome, 
where all the landed property gradually fell into the hands of the rich, and where 
the poor were so oppressed by the debts they owed the landowners that a social 
revolution ensued, The like condition of things even now exists in India, But this 
danger could not arise from lending to the foreigner. It was found necessary since 
the earliest times of the Hebrew commonwealth to carry on some commerce with 
neighbouring countries, in order to exchange the surplus of their own produce for 
the commodities of other lands, Solomon sent to Hiram, King of Tyre, to purchase 
sandalwood and sycamore for the construction of the Temple. Thus, also, if an 
Israelite possessed any capital or produce which he could not utilise in his own 
country, he had a right to demand from a member of a foreign state some compen- 
sation for the use of the money or produce lent to him, and if the foreigner applied 
that capital to commercial enterprise, no Mosaic principle was infringed by charging 
him interest. This permiscion, however, only applied to sums borrowed for mercantile 
purposes. When the Gentile needed the loan of money. not for commerce, but for 
his subsistence, the Mosaic Law made no difference between him and the Hebrew. 
* And if thy brother be waxen poor, and his hand faileth with thee, then thou shalt 
relieve him ; yea, thou he be a stranger and sjvurner ; that: he may live with thee, 
Take thou no usury of him or increase; but fear thy God.” Yes, this “ tribal” law, 
which we are told ‘sanctioned a difference of principle between the rule of dealing 
with a Hebrew and that of dealing with a stranger,’ did not allow the Jew to make 
any distinction between the Israelite and the Gentile in the exercise of philanthropy, 
He was bidden to visit the sick among tle non-Israelites, to relieve their poor, and 
to bury their dead, even as those of his own people; for he was bound to walk in 
the ways of his Lord, “ who is good to all, whose tender mercies are over all His 
works,” 

The article proceeds: “ At length Humanity itself appeared. . . The less noble 
part of the Jewish nation, led by national pride and ceremonialism, embodied in the 
Pharisee, rejected Humanity.” If Mr. Goldwin Smith desires to condemn us in 
these words for having refused to acknowlvdge the divinity of the teacher of 
Nazareth, we unhesitatingly plead guilty to the charge. We did refuse, and we still 
refuse, to pay divine adoration toa human being. We have been, and we are still, 
faithful to the teachings of Sinai: *“ Thou shalt have no other gods before me,” 
Nor can: we bind our heaven-given reason in iron fetters, such as a belief in the 
mystery of the Trinity would throw around us, But humanity we have never 
rejected. We are not genuine Jews unless we be humane, merciful, brotherly, 
tender and considerate. And does not the Professor himself admit: “ Benevolent 
and munificent they [the Jews] often are in the highest degree "? 

Next the old prejudice is revived—for prejudices die hard—that during the 
middle ages the Jews were * cruel usurers,” “and learned to surpass all races in the 
art of handling money with profit, and in whatever is akin to that art.’ Unfortun- 
ately for humanity, the times have been when the Hebrew was shut out from every 
honest and honourable occupation, when money-lending constituted almost his sole 
means of obtaining a livelihood, and when the imposts heaped upon him, together 
with the unscrupulous conduct of his borrowers, compelled him to exact usurious 
rates of interest. I will not seek to exculpate the cruel usurers, but simply what 
was said by a high-minded prelate, Gregory, Bishop of Blois (in his memoir in 
favour of the Israelites): “ O nations! If you recall the past faults of the Jews and 
their corruptions, lei it be to deplore your own work.” Similarly, Martin Luther 
observes, in a pamphlet published in 1523: “If we prohibit the Jews from following 
trades and other civil occupations, we compel them to become usurers.” 

And how different is the estimate formed by another eminent contemporary his- 
torian of this martyr people, in whom Mr. G, Smith can see nothing, at the best, but 
agents and partners of royal and feudal extortion ! Mr. Lecky, whose views were not 
blinded by party spirit, sees in them almost the only representatives of commercial 
activity, of learning and progress, during the middle ages, 

While those around them were grovelling in the darkness of besotted ignorance ; while juggling 
miracles and lying relics were themes on which almost all Europe was cXpatiatiug; while the intel- 
lect of Christendom, enthralled by counti¢ss persecutions, had sunk into a deadly torpor, in which 


’ all love of inquiry and all search for truth were abandoned, the Jews were still pursuing the path of 


knowledge, amassing learning, and stimulating progress, with the same ur flinching constancy that 
they manifested in their faith, They were the most skilful physicians, the ablest fnancicrs, and 
among the most profound philosophers, While they were only second to the moderns in the culti- 
vation Of natural science, they were also the chief interpreters to Western Europe of Arabian 
learning. 

Owing to want of space, we are-compelled to defer until next week Dr, 
Adler’s masterly reply to the graver charge that “genuine Jews” cannot be 
patriots. 


Fisu rrom CANADA,—An extension of the system of importation of food from 
the American Continent has been inaugurated which will be peculiarly welcome to 
Jewish housewives. Mr. D. Tallerman—whose enterprise in developing the impor- 
tation of Australian meats to the English market has secured for him a world-wide 
reputation—has turned his attention to experimental importations of fresh fish 
from Canada, This experiment has been particularly successful, and there is every 
prospect that the trade in fresh fish from Canada will be sufficiently remunera- 
tive to establish a regular trade in competition with that which has its headquarters 
at Billingsgate. The newly-created business will be carried on a very large scale, in 
conjunction with the importation of fresh meat, The Cold Storage Wharf, Upper 
Thames Street, the premises secured and adapted for the purposes of this combined 
trade are very extensive, and supplied with all the appliances which science can 
suggest for the preservation of the meat and fish until disposed of through the ordi- 
nary channels of supply.

Ouly 
a few outrages are reported ; and the contents of the last bulletin before us flow 
again in their customary quiet channel. Turkey.—M. Fernandez writes that 
the refugecs begin to quit Constantinople, returning in small groups to their 
homes. Thirty-two Jewish families of Rustchuk who had fied to Rasgrad and 
lived there unmolested during the war, have been attacked by the Bulgarians 
after the retirement of the Turkish troops. The houses of these unfortunates 
were eackcd and Jaid waste by the aesailants, the Scrolls of the Law torn, having

.members.—The Rev. Morris Joseph continued his series of lectures on the Book 


of isaiah, on Tuesday last, at the Bible Class of the Liverpool Jewish Literary 
and Debating Society. The reverend lecturer commented at length on the 7th 
chapter, and showed that the birth of the child foretold by the prophet almost 
immediately occurred to demonstrate the truth of the prophet’s prediction, and 
that no possible connection can be claimed for the prophecy with the birth of 
the asserted Nazarene prophet, more than 700 years afterwards. 


Tue Peririon or Tus BULGARIAN MussuLMANs.—One of the questions which 
the Bulgarian Mahometans discussed among themselves before they presented 
to Mr. Layard their petition to the Queen for protection, touches also on the 
Bulgarian Jews. It is question 2, which is thus formulated: “ Does Russi: wish 
us to return to our homes? No, Russia does not; since she must wish to 
eliminate all nationalities non-Bulgarian ; since if the Mussulmen remain, the 
Greeks, the Armenians, the Jews and all others will remain with them, and 
Europe would thus have a means through the Consuls to exercise influence and 


counterbalance the Russians.” , 


Brquest.—The late Mr. Frederick Cohen, merchant of Birmingham, has 
bequeathed to the general hospita] of the town £1,000, for the founding of a 
special permanent fund for the relief of necessitous patients leaving the hospital. 


France.—The Minister of War, at the solicitation of Senator Crémieux, has 
ordered that leave of absence should be granted for the whole of Passover to 
every well-conducted Jewish soldier applying for it garrisoned in a city in which 
there is no synagogue, and that leave of absence for a fortnight should be 
grauted to the Algerian Jewish soldiers, in order to enable them to celebrate this 
festival in the circle of their families. ! 


Satonica.—A band of Greek brigands, under the name of insurgents, has 
made its appearance in the neighbourhood of Salonica. It has murdered two 
Jewish inhabitants of Colondoro, and captured two others ot Salonica, whom it 
has robbed of everything and refuses to let go free unless a ransom of £3,000 
(Turkish?) be paid for them. As the families of the prisoners are poor, a 
collection has been made which has produced £350, This sum has been offered 
to the brigands. With what result is not yet known. 


Roumanta.—The Journal des Débats, in an article on the present political 
attitude of Roumania, mentions various measures of a liberal tendency in course 
of preparation c/ the Roumanian Government, particularly a Bill to relieve the 
position of the Jews. Let us hope that this contemplated Bill will pass beyond 
the stage of good intentions, where hitherto all similar projected measures for 
the benelit of the Jews have halted. Whenever Roumauia has felt it expedient 
to win for herself the good opinion of the Western Powers, similar hopes have 
generally been raised, but have not been fulfilled. At last, perhaps, tardy 
justice will be done. As during the recent War the Jews showed with alacrity 
and loyalty their attachment to their native country, despite the fact that legally 
they were placed on a footing with aliens and “ vagabonds,” the advantage may 
se, Saat now be seen of their being afforded an opportunity for actively taking 
their share in helping to secure her independence, and assiating to restore peace, 
prosperity and stability to the land of their birth, so that the remark in future 
“she has the Jew she deserves” may reflect credit alike upon her Government 
and upon her Jewish population.—It is singular that the Jews cf Roumanian 
Bessarabia should dread its retrocession to Russia. Yet such is the case, a 
correspondent informs the Univers Israelite. This dread would almost prove 
that the Jews are better treated in Roumania than in Russia. What must be 
their treatment in the dominions of the Czar! Yet Russia entered on a religious 
war to liberate from political cppression the Christian Bulgarians. She saw the 
mote in the eye of her neighbour, but not the beam in her own.

“ Songs of Israel.” Composed and arranged by A. SAgur. (London, 1878), | 

_ _Mr. B. L. Moseley has written so recently and so ably concerning Hebrew music 
in these columns that any general observations on the subject would be quite super- 
fluous. The present collection, if it cannot claim to be exhaustive, contains some 
thirty hymns of a more or less familiar character. Of those which are well-known 

it is sufficient to say that they are simply, but for the most part, very effectively har. 
monised, while those which are comparatively novel, are welcome additions to our 
by no means overstocked store of synagogal music. Mr. Saqui is clearly an accom- 
plished musician, and has evidently brought considerable experience, combined with 
love of his subject, to bear upon his task. The specimens of the compositions of the 
Rev. M. Naumbourg are most welcome, but we should have desired that the collection 
had included some of the works of Sulzer of Vienna. We miss, too, that most beau. 
tiful, as weil as, perhaps, the most ancient of the settings of Hebrew hymns extant 
the Portuguese version of the “Song of Moses.” It would, however, be hypercritica] 
to expect all our favourite pieces to be included in one collection. We must be 
grateful that what is presented to us is so well done, and we trust that Mr, Saqui's 
preseut venture may be sufficiently successful to induce him to continue the series, 
There is no doubt that such a publication as the “ Songs of Israel” supplies a great 
want in the community, and we are glad that the idea of supplying that want 
occurred to so able a musician as Mr. Saqui. Mr. Saqui has been exceptionally for- 

tunate in securing the co-operation of so graceful a poet as Mr. Savile Clarke. The 
English hymns which Mr. Clarke has fitted to the Hebrew melodies are remarkable, 

as well for their intrinsic merit as for the good taste with which he has steered clear 
of any allusions likely to be offensive to Jewish readers. Indeed, some of his impres- 
sive verses breathe the true spirit of Judaism, and although his poems are in no way 
translations, yet in one instance, that of the “ Adon Olom,” on page 113, he has sue- 
ceeded in producing a worthy paraphrase of one of the finest hymns in our ritual, 
Altogether, both composer and poet are to be congratulated on the result of their

Vienna.—The late Archduke Francis Charles, father of the Ewperor, is 
described as exceedingly benevolent. He was a strict Roman Catholic, and had 
even the reputation of belonging to the extreme clerical party. Yet his charities 
to Jews were numerous. He paid the examination fees for many a poor Jewish 
student, and gave to many a poor Jewish maiden her marriage portion. He 
rarely refused an applicant. His only condition was: “Do not put it in the 
papers. It might bring others, and I have not enough for all.” It did bring 
others, although it did not come into the papers. He also is said to have taken 
a leading part in the passing of the so-called inter-confessional laws which gave 
permission to every subject in the empire to change his or her religion without 
incurring thereby any disability. le possessed great influence with the 
Emperor, his son; and when in a family council the bearing of this most 
important law which revolutionised the empire was considered, he declared for 
unrestricted religious liberty in opposition to Cardinal Rouscher, tutor of the 
“mperor, who bad been invited to the council, His death was mourned by all 
classes, who venerated him as the guardian angel of the dynasty, and the rescuer 
from total ruin of many an unfortugate deserving family. _ 


Tue Late Riot ar JeRvUsALEM.—It is with infinite satisfaction that we 
read in the Jsraelit the editorial rebuke given to the rioters at Jerusalem, who 
by sheer physical force compelled the Committee of the Talmud Torah School to 
decline the introduction of the study of Arabic into the school. The editor of 
the Zsraelit is one of the warmest friends of our unfortunate brethren in the 
Lloly Land. His efforts to collect funds for the relief of their misery are inces- 
sant. Ilis orthodoxy is undoubted. At the same time, he knows how to value 
education, that ignorance is a curse, and the parent of ali superstition, and of 
the greater part of the evils to which men are subject. Then why are no efforts 
made by these avowed friends of the Jewish colony in the Holy Land to pro- 
mote among them sound secular education? The indifference with which educa- 
tion is treated by them in those benighted regions, in which it is even more 
required than in. Europe, is truly distressing to all friends of progress and most 
necessarily displease all liberal-minded persons. Let them encourage education 
in the Holy Cities, and they will do more for obtaining sympathy for their pro- 
tégés than the most pathetic appeals can efiect. 


Paris.—Baroness James de Rothschild having built as an addition to the hospital 
two wings for the reception of fifty incurables, it was recently inaugurated, and the 
pensioners admitied at once. The Baroness, who defrayed the whole cost, has suffi- 
ciently ee the establishment so as to fully provide for its future needs,— 
Univers Israe ‘te. 


Funfkiirchen, Hungary, there is a grammar sehool 
the head-master of which threatened the Jewish pupils with severe punishment if 
they refused to attend divine service in the Catholic Church on the birthday of the 
king. Did they absent themselves, the head-master declared it would be a proof 
of their want of loyalty and they would have to be kept in confinement for such an 
offence. We have to observe that not many years ago had a Jew entered a Roman 
Catholic church he would have been been ill-used, and that he was even forbidden 
by law to be present when Mass was said, 


TuRKEY.—The //abazeleth states that Baron Hirsch’s benefactions have now al:o 
been extended to the fugitive Greeks. M. Veneziani forwarded to the Greek 
patriarch a supply of clothing and bedding, to be distributed among the refugees. 
The patriarch has forwarded a letter of thanks to the Baron, which has been pub- 
lished in all the papers of Constantinople. In another column the //abazeleth publishes 
heartrending appeals for pecuniary aid from several congregations at Jerusalem, 
who are perishing from hunger.—The physician Isasc Hagis Bey, chief of the 
governmental hospital at Haydar Pasha, has been promoted to the grade of colonel. 
He is the first Jew who has attained this degree in Turkey.
